A GOLD STANDARD OR THE PHILIPPINES

HE press dispatches from Washington state thai 
the Senate Philippine Committee has agreed upon 


a bill \\hich, .f it becomes a law, will establish the gcfld 
standard in the Philippine islands. The bill makes the 
gold peso of twelve and nine-tenths grains the unit of 
value in the islands, ar.'l also makes United States gold 
eoins legal tender for al.l debts 


It -will be remembered that at the last session of Con- 


gress the House passed^ a bill which Introduced the gold 
standard into our Asiatic "Colonial possessions" while the 
Senate bill provided for a Philippine silver dollar, and 
that In conference between the two houses both of these 
provisions were stricken out. During the recent political 
campaign, Mi. Bartlne, speaking for the Fusion party, 
pointed out that this left the way open for the introduc- 
tion of the gold standard there, and he also expressed the 
belief that such steps would be taken as soon as the 
Republican leaders in the Senate deemed it wise to do so. 
Kapld progress seems to have been made in that direc- 
! tlon, for this'bill has been agreed to even more quickly 


Mian anyone would have ventured to predict. Unless It 
is killed by filibustering it will probably pass the Senate 
before long, in whicfc event It will be likely to go through 
the House under whip and spur.

lent upon this subject in his late message to Congress. 
The precise significance of .this Is! not clear. President 
McKlnley did not in term* ever recommend a subsidy. He 
simply spoke generally about the desirability of In some, 
way building up an ocean marine. Mr. Roosevelt does 
not even say a* much a* McKinley did and we are left 
entirely in the d*rk as to what he thinks concerning this 
scheme to loot the Treasury in tile interest of a few mil- 
llonalrs shipowners.

There 1* no doubt, though, as to how the Republican 


side of the Senate stand*. All but six of the Republican 
Senator* voted for it and every Democratic Senator went 
on record against tt. Not only thl*, but the Republican* 
by & practically solid vote defeated every effort to exclude 


ihlnese from employment on subsidized ships, to apply 
the provisions of the inter-State commerce law to such 
vessels, and to deny the benefits of the act to all trust 
combinations.
